Labor and Health. 

The idea that manufacturing employ. 
menis are prejudicial to health seems to 
bave obtained a firm footing in the minds 
of a great many people, and hence they 
look upon factories as “institutions de 
signed to give employment to doctors and 
people cemeteries,” and they recoil from 
them with evident fear and aversion. Now, 
we are not disposed to admit that ftacto- 
ries, shops, offices, stores or any other in- 
door employments are as conducive to 
physical development as those which take 
people into the open air. While this is a 
generally admitted fact, there are, never- 
theless, a multitude of instances which go 
to show that the opposition to fac- 
tory employments is, in a great meas- 
ure, attributable to a want of cor- 
rect information upon the subject. 
lt, however, we are to draw our conclu: 
sions from published reports ot tactory life 
in England, as, from time to time, they 
haye been laid before Parliament, we 
should ‘be compelled to admit that oppo- 
sition to factory employments is the out 
growth of the most thoroughly educated 
and Christianized phase of human- 
ity. But it is not trom contem 
plating the darkest or the brightest 
pictures of the subject that our readers will 
be able to arrive at the most truthful or 
the most satisfactory conclusions. We 
should not go to the extremes to obtain data 
upon which to base our arguments in 
the discussion of this or any other subject. 
The English factory system has no paral- 
lel in the United States.
